The General in Chief, Carascosa, and 
te Marquis de Gallo, who Bad with difficulty escaped 
the fury of the soldiers, received at the same time news 
of an insurrection which had broken out at Naples 
ggaiast the. late Government. The City Guard was 
po longet able to keep in check the mass of the pops 
lace and the leastoni, and to prevent the most dreade 
ul scenes. 
8 In consequence of this, the eaìd General, and several , 
Deputations sent from Naples to the Imperial Heade 
quarters, made the most urgent entreatien ta „hasten às 
ghach as possible the entrance of the Imperial troops 
into the city. d. : 
. Field-Marshal Lieutenant, Count Niepperg accord. 
Ingy received orders to rroceed immediately to Na 
les with the Lichtenstein Hussars and the Tuscan 
Braroons. to check the dinorders and to assume the 
military command of the place. 4 He arrived there on 
$he 22d, at 2 o'clock in the morning, at which time the 
tumult had risen to thé highest pitch. The city guard 
assisted by some British marines who had been landed 
by Admiral Lord Exmou'h, defended ‘he royal palace, 
and the valuables and effects which it contained, 
against the furious mob. Bythe intervention of the 
imperial troops the plundering was prevented, aad the 
property of the State preserved for the new govern- 
nt. E 
kt noon the same day, the Commander in Chief, 
Field-Marshat Lieutenant Baron Bianchi, with his 
Royat Highness Prince Leopold of Sicily, male his 
golema entrance into Naples at the head of 30,000 
mep, amidst (he most lively expressiogs ef enthusiasm 
from the people. The greatest part of. the people 
had armed themselves with the mauskets which 
the troops bad throwa away. All was how re- 
stored to order in the capital. The vigorous mea- 
gures of the Imperial Commander in Chief and of 
Count Neipperg iesure also the immediate and complete 
tranquillity of the environs, and of the provinces to 
which the spirit of _insurrection might have been 
Gommunicated by the disbanded and dispersed army. 
On the 19th, in the evening, King Murat, accom. 
panied by General Millet and Rocca Romana, by Dukes 
ignatelli, Cicarra, and Schitelli, and several other 
Neupolitans, embarked from Naples for Ischia, and 
theuce on board a small merchantman, either for Franca 
‘er Gaeta. The Queen, who. was on board ofthe free 
Miendaus, had, in a prior convention with Commodore 
Campbell, been promiseda free passage to. France 
with her suite. Upon the declaration of Lord Ex- 
mouth hat the Commodore had exceeded his instruc- 
tions, fresh vezociations were entered into with her on 
the part of Aûstria, with the co-operstion af Prince 
Leopold, and lerds Exmouth and Burghersh 3 in con- 
geqience of which, she together with: her children, 
who are at Gaeta, (Brgw Derseli uuder the protection
